Combined British and American 
forces threw Field Marshal Row 
mel’s tank columns into full re- 
treat from the outskirts of Thala 
today, handing them their first 
defeat in Tunisia, and tonight Al- 
lied artillery lobbed tons of ex- 
plosive steel into German posi- 
tions in the narrow Kasserine Pass 
and on the beaten rearguard col- 
umns withdrawing through it. 
The big guns were giving the 
German tank columns twisting 
through the pass no chance to rest 
and reform, and hundreds of A\l- 
lied planes racing overhead left a 
trail of smoking Axis. transport 
and dying German soldiers all the 
way from Thala’s approaches to 
Feriana far south of the opposite 
end of Kasserine Pass. 
Bulk Retreating.

Crop Suffers 


Slight Damage 


Severe Freeze Last Week 
Hurt Some Varieties, 
Report Says. 


The severe freéze earlier tn the 
month did not kill enough buds 
to reduce Georgia’s peach crop, 
except in a few Elberta and Hiley 
orchards, the State Department of 
Entymology said yesterday. 

A survey of the entire peach 
belt, according to the report, 
showed that about 40 per cent of 
the peach buds were killed on 
mid-season varieties, such as El- 
berta, Hilevs and Georgia Belles 
and about 10 per cent on the carly 
varieties, such as Early Rose, 
Uneedas and Mayflowers. 

“In no case did the bud kill 
result in a reduction of the po- 
tential crop except in a few El- 
berta and Hiley orchards. that 
have a very small bud crop,” said 
the department. 

“The early varieties still have 
too many buds and will need to 
be thinned unless further cold 
damage occurs. The injury to the 
ate varieties will reduce the 
amount of thinning required in 
the bloom and before the stone- 
hardening period.”

“It is imperative that quotas be 
removed on all staple crops in the 
same manner. 

“T especially direct your atten-| 
tion to short staple cotton as a)

raw material crop. The 1942 crop 
will yield about one and one-half 
billions pounds of edible vegetable 
oil. so much needed; two and one- 
half million tons of high protein 
cake and meal feed for beef cat- 
tle, dairy cattle and poultry: one 
‘million tons of hulls for feed for 
‘dairy cattle and also for produc: 
tion of chemicals needed in the 
manufacture of synthetic rubber 
and aviation gasoline: eight hun- 
dred and forty million pounds of 
‘linters now going into explosives, 
Lplastics, films and other war ma 
terials, as well as spinnable cot 
ton fiber.

A Visit 


MY DAY: To Mount Vernon 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


WASHINGTON, Tuesday.—Yesterday morning, the President, 
Madame Chiang and I left about 10:45 and drove first to the tomb 
of the Unknown Soldier, where, as a representative of her nation, 
Madame Chiang laid a wreath. The usual cere- 
mony, the playing of the national anthems and 
the bugle. blowing taps, seemed as impressive 
to me as ever. 

I find it even harder now not to weep when 
those bugle notes float into the air, and I think 
of how often they are being heard over the 
fresh graves of our boys in many parts of the 
world. We are getting so much sad news these 
days, both in the loss of ships and of men, that 
one’s emotions are rather close to the surface.

In the evening I attended 
the Democratic National Committee’s dinner, which the President 
addressed over the radio.

No Correspondence Cures For Diabetes 


I am bothered quite a lot with 
my eyes and feet and have quite a 
lot of sugar (says a correspondent 
who evidently pays no attention to 
the paragraph of  irstructions 
printed regularly with this col- 
umn). I asked a doctor who at- 
tends a patient next door for a 


diet list and he just said always 
watch your starches and sweets. 
What foods contain starches and 
sweets? Please send me a diet list. 
Is honey alright in place of sugar? 
I have been told it is. ( ). 

There are three ways to handl 
such cases. First there is the way 
of the competent country doctor I 
knew in my early days in practice. 
The village moneybags, a great 
skinflint, had a way of hailing the 
doctor as he drove his team along 
the street, to inquire what he 
should do for his cold, cough, indi- 
gestion or rheumatism. The doctor 
was ready with an answer: “Con- 
sult a physician. Giddap!” 

Then there is the way of the 
doctor the correspondent describes. 
Of the two, the country doctor’s 
way was at least less likely to do 
any serious harm. 

The third and best way to han- 
dle the situation is by handing the 
buttonholder some such reply as lI 
am compelled to make to a good 
many correspondents who ignore 
the rules. If I could form an hon- 
est opinion offer sound advice on 
the basis of the data given in your 
letter, I tell ’em, I would be happy 
to do so. It is practicable to make 
a diagnosis or prescribe treatment 
in very few cases without exam- 
ination of the patient... beliéve 
that I am sorry I cannot serve you 
in this instance. ...

1924. Senators 
To World Title 


Lobert Accepts 
Coaching Job 
With Reds. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 24.—(/) 
Stanley (Bucky) Harris, the ‘“‘boy 
manager” of the Washington Sena- 
tors when they beat the New 
York Giants in the 1924 World 
Series, was named manager of the 


Phils today. 

Willian. D. Cox, New York 
sportsman who purchased the 
Phils from the National League 
last week, announced the appoint- 
ment of the 46-year-old Harris at a 
press conference. 

Harris thus leaves the American 
League where he formerly man- 
‘aged Boston and Detroit, in ad- 
dition to Washington, to succeed 
60-year-old Hans Lobert as mana- 
ger of the last-place National 
League club. 

Harris’ salary and the length 
of his contract were not disclosed. 
He said Chuck Klein would be 
retained as player-coach. Asked 
if the other coaching job would 
be offered to Lobert the new man- 
ager said he understands Hans al- 
ready has been offered another 
job. 

Lobert announced later that he 
had accepted a coaching position 
with the Cincinnati Reds, the 
team he played with back in 1906. 

“I’m sorry to leave Philadel- 
phia,” Lobert said. “But I can un- 
derstand the new owners’ feeling 
about making a complete change 
in the club. I wish Bucky Harris 
and Mr. Cox all the luck in the 
world.” 

Harris returned to his Washing- 
ton home after his appointment 
was announced. He first intended 
to return on Monday, but Cox said 
later he had asked Harris to come 
back on Friday because “we've so 
much work to do.” 

Cox also announced that Bill 
Phillips, publicity representative 
for the club, would be retained. 

Harris, who started his profes- 
sional baseball career as a second 
baseman in 1915 with Pittston, of 
the Eastern Pennsylvania League, 
has been a free agent since last 
September 26, when he resigned 
as Washington manager. 

In 1924 Harris, then 27, piloted 
Washington to its first American 
League pennant in his first year 
as a manager, climaxing his feat 
by winning the World Series from 
the Giants. He again piloted the 
Senators to the 1925 American 
League championship, but was 
beaten by Pittsburgh in the World 
Series. 

He stayed at Washington until 
1928, then moved to Detroit to 
manage the Tigers. Ten years 
ago he was called to Boston by 
Tom Yawkey to manage the Red 
Sox, but was released by Joe 
Cronin after the 1934 ‘season. 

Clark Griffith, president of the 
Washington club who sold Cronin 
to the Red Sox, then brought 
Harris back to Washington, where 
he has been the last eight years.

The name badminton is traced back to the English, who 

formally introduced it to society in 1873. The Duke of

Pooling Resources 
Lend-lease works both ways. It is nat only 
a method by which we furnish supplies and 
equipment to our allies. It is also the method 
by which they furnish many things for us. 


In some parts of the world—for example, 
Australia—our forces are receiving more than 
we are supplying. 


And, in all relationships with our allies, 
the spirit prevailing is not one of meticulous 
accounting of every dollar expended, but rather 
a Spirit of mutual aid, without counting the 
cost. It is a pooling of all our joint resources 
for victory, each nation giving all it can for 
the common cause. 


This was well demonstrated in an official 
report submitted this month to the House 
Committee on Foreign Affairs. It was the 
report on reciprocal lend-lease received from 
Great Britain. It was remarkable for many 
features, not the least being the fact that the 
British have made no effort to attach any 
monetary value to the aid they have given our 
forces overseas. 


The services provided by Britain include 
everything, from transportation on British rail- 
roads to electricity and gas for American can- 
tonments and the use of British telegraph, 
telephone and postal facilities. 

Specific examples of some of the things the 
British pay for, which could easily be charge- 
able to us, include payment for all damage to 
government and private property by American 
army training and maneuvers; payment of all 
expenses of American Red Cross hotels, clubs 
and operational buildings; payment for print- 
ing of the daily and weekly newspaygrs of the 
United States Army in the European theater 
and for all official printing except that done 
at the American Army’s own printing plant. 

The British pay for the sea transport of 
all United States Army personnel and freight, 
for all buildings requisitioned for American 
use, for all British civilian labor directly or 
indirectly employed by the American armed 
services and for all British supplies, except 
cosmetics, requested by the American Army 
for resale to American troops through its com- 
missaries. 

The British even supply American Army 
barracks, at their own cost, with several 
degrees more heat than they do their own. 

They furnish munitions and equipment 
gladly and promptly whenever’ requested. The 
equipment they furnished our Army up to 
January 1 last was equivalent to 1,121,786 tons 
of shipping space. In addition, they have 
provided for the exclusive use of American 
forces more than 1,500,000 deadweight tons of 
new shipping, which would cost approximate- 
ly half a billion dollars. 

Neither the British nor American Army 
authorities try to keep a record of the monetary 
value of the services or material supplied. 
Sometimes the supplies are sent to stations 
jointly occupied, when estimate of cost would 
be impossible and, for the whole picture, the 
bookkeeping required would necessitate the 
services of thousands of men and women who 
can be better used in other occupations. 

This reverse lend-lease, the resources gladly 
given us by the British, is splendid example of 
that pooling of United Nations resources, that 
spirit of “all for one and one for all,’ which 
must rule if we and our allies are to exert 
our full weight in the world struggle.

danger of the wild rampage on which 
the new céngress is now embarked lies not so much in any threat 
it may have to the war program, but rather in the possibility that 
it may cause the people to lose faith in the government. 

To invite a situation of the kind in the midst 
of war can do the country no good. It only 
serves to create national disunity and to raise 
doubts and misgivings in the minds of the 
people. 

More than at any time in our history the 
people need to have confidence in their gov- 
ernment. To try to destroy this confidence at 
a time of national emergency is to play into 
the hands of our enemies. The demands of the 
hour call for forbearance, and not criticism, 
except, of course, when it may be applied con- 
structively. 

There seems to be little constructive in the 
performance of the new congress since it met 
some six weeks ago. Congress, for some un- 
explainable reason, came back to Washington 
with blood in its eye. 

Since then a Democratic revolt, aided and 
made possible by solid support from an in- 

creased Republican membership, has mounted against the domestic 
issues of the administration. Thus far it has not extended directly 
to the war effort, though steps in this direction are indicated in 
the movement to severely curtail the size of the Army over the 
carefully made recommendations of our military leaders. 

Some observers had thought that

war front In Africa would stem the tide of revolt. Judging from 
recent happenings, however, it seems to have created little of an 
impression on congress. 

On the day the news of Mr. Roosevelt's trip was announced, 
congress spent practically the entire afternoon criticizing various 
administrative acts, without anyone making any reference to the 
dramatic developments at Casablanca. 

The revolt has taken the form

of several investigating com- 


mittees set up by the house to clip the wings of various admin- 
istrative agencies. 

One is to inquire into complaints that government agencies, 
through the issuance of rules and regulations, have exceeded the 
powers granted by congress in passing laws covering their opera- 
tions. One of the worst antiadministration Democrats in the house, 
Representative Howard Smith, of Virginia, was placed at the head 
of the committee. , 

Another committee has been authorized to investigate the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission. 

The house has also given a new lease of life to the Dies com- 
mittee, which has been antiadministration in its activities from the 
start. 

In all, some 17 investigating committees have been set up—not 
all of them with any idea of adopting a friendly, co-operative atti- 
tude with respect to the administration. 

A great deal of administration snip-

ing has begun in connection with 


the various departmental appropriation bills now coming up for 
consideration. Picayunish little reductions are being demanded in 
some of the estimates made by the budget bureau—such things, 
for example, as denying funds for sending out departmental press 


‘ releases which have been a part of the practice for years. 


In another case a group of recalcitrant Democrats and the Re- 
publicans wiped out an appropriation for carrying on the functions 
of one of the government post-war planning commissions, which 
happened to be headed by an uncle of the President’s, Frederic A. 
Delano. It looked too much like personal spite work. 

This appearance was given added color when Senator Harry 
Byrd, of Virginia, heads and horns of the administration Democratic 
opposition in the senate, took up the fight to keep the funds out of 
the bill when it is handled by the upper chamber. 

All of the charges and complaints 


PART OF ONE REVOLT 
that are being made against the 


government bureaucrats are a part of the same revolt. There was 
no. such display of tempers at the last session. 

The senate thus far has engaged in only one show-down fight 
with the administration. That was over the nomination of Edward 
J. Flynn to be minister to Australia. Mr. Roosevelt withdrew the 
nomination at Flynn’s request after the Republicans and anti- 
a Democrats made it doubtful that it could be con- 
irmed. 

Two things seem to be responsible for the new antagonistic 
attitude being shown by congress. The first is the greatly in- 
creased Republican membership. Another is the popular con- 
demnation congress received from the country during the last ses- 
sion. It seems to be bent on reasserting itself as one of the three 
components of the government. 

Responsibility for the latter course may, no doubt, be attributed 
to the chiding congress got from certain antiadministration sources 
for yielding powers to the executive branch. 


F.D.R.MAY CRACK DOWN Mr. Roosevelt has not cracked 

down on the revolt as yet. 
Probably he is just giving them -rope with which to hang them- 
selves. When the movement seems headed too far, he may be 
expected to go before the country with an appeal for support which 
will leave his opponents meek, if not altogether chastened. 

In the meantime, congress seems to be interested mostly in doing 
everything it can to embarrass the administration. It is not a 
ee arg that makes for a healthy national condition in the midst 
of war.

I am a great admirer of Russian borsch. It 

is a noble soup with many admirable qualities. As made by Lulu 
Skvirsky, for instance, it is a culinary poem. Borsch also will do 
things for you. 

That is why the Russian soldier is irresistible. He gets 
bowl of borsch and two of bean soup each day. This enables 
to drive the Germans before them with ease and enthusiasm.

too high on dried beans. They are en- 


tirely too high to be used as substitute foods for the processed 
foods to be sold under rationing next Monday. 


Without meanjng to step into the field covered by The Con- 
stitution’s excellent daily Ration Counter, I have checked and find 
that dry beans have the same point value as the luxury type items 
of canned grapefruit, canned apple sauce, canned beans, canned 
beets, canned grape juice and canned grapefruit juice. 

Dry vegetables will make a better point buy than canned foods, 
for the simple reason they are all food and not part water as are 
all canned foods. Nevertheless, the points are too high. Navy 
beans, pinto beans, kidney beans, dried peas, lima and soybeans 
are the poor man’s food. People live off them who don’t even know 
that canned grapefruit is for sale. There is no reason why a pound 
of black-eyed peas should call for as many points as so much 
grape juice or canned Oregon apples. 

The OPA board which established the points for dried beans 
must not: have thought enough about the fact they are the staple 
food of a great many millions of Americans whose incomes are low. 


As soon as the Russians have received enough dried beans to 
make enough soup to run the Germans into the ground, the OPA 
should hurriedly reduce the points and give the average income 
man back his best-liked food. 


To inform a devotee of bean soup and of black-eyed peas, 
served with corn bread, that he can have but a handful of beans 
now and then, is a severe blow to the morale of the nation. 

But if the Russians need it to win, I will be quiet about it.

Russia’s factories produce almost no civilian goods. That is 
another reason why the Russians were able to stop the greatest 
war machine, and the best equipped war machine, the world has 
ever known. The Russians did not have many factories, compared 
with the enormous number in this country, and they had to turn 
what they had over to total war. ' 


That is why there is a shortage of clothing for the civilian 
population. 

There is every reason why we should respond to this appeal. 

It is really a selfish reason, but it is nonetheless real. It was 
best expressed by a woman who brought to the collection depot a 
new, warm overcoat which retails at about $75. 


“It is my son’s coat,” she said. “He is in the Army. 
doesn’t need it. He can get another when he comes back. The 
Russians have killed a great.many Germans. By doing so they 
have saved the lives of thousands of Americans who would have 
had to die in the job of killing those same Germans had not Russia 
done it. I cannot feel right with this warm coat in my house and 
some Russian going cold for need of a coat.” 

I can think of other reasons even better. The Russians are good 
people. They have demonstrated that. It is not necessary to agree 
with their politics to like them and admire their courage and 
stamina. Their politics are their own business. 

They have done a big job for us.

Young people who never have been far from home, and have had 
little contact with foreigners, usually find much to dislike when 
they visit a distant ldnd. As northern boys stationed in the south 
and southern boys stationed in the north are apt to be critical of 
the natives and their customs, so many of our doughboys came 
back from the other war without much affection for the English, 

It isn’t true that Irish-Americans are the only ones who dislike 
Englishmen. In addition to the veterans who were soured by some 
unpleasant experience, there are great numbers of people who 
learned in school to hate King George III and the Red Coats and 
thus acquired a life-long prejudice against England. 

It isn’t a matter of great importance, and all free people are 
entitled to their opinions; but when prejudice disregards evidence 
and broadcasts the charge that Englishmen are yellow, it'is a cruel 
injustice to the dead and the maimed who fought bravely against 
great odds while we were getting ready. Our doughboys who 
fought in the other war were not yellow. We think them heroes. 
Yet the British soldiers endured and dared everything ours did, and 
stood it three years longer. French and German units cracked up 
and mutinied, but the British Tommies never thought of quitting. 

When the British rear guard at Dunkirk, armed only with rifles 
and machineguns, were overwhelmed and captured by German 
tanks, an American ambulance driver heard a German colonel say 
to the prisoners: “You are very brave but very foolish.” They 
were foolish because they fought with what they had, regardiess 
of the odds. 

When badly led or poorly equipped, British soldiers have fallen 
back—but always like a crippled wolf, slashing back at every step. 
On the ground and in the air and on the sea, plain little guys from 
farms and factories have faced bullets and bombs and shells, and 
blazing oil and sharks, and they have fought with dogged courage 
and died without whining.
